Israel’s trade deficit worsens: ᾿ 
up by $250m. in six months |

Israel's trade gap widened by 
§250m., or almost two-thirds, in the 
frst half of this year — despite 
the fact that the terms of trade 
did not deteriorate (as they did for 
Britain and other dominantly-indus- 
trial countries).

Government to spend IL 100m. 
on vegetable oil industry

Jerusalem Puat Econumie ®ditor 
[SRAEU's vegetable oil industry has 

asked the government to reduce 
the price of soya beans by at least 
IL25 per ton to enable the industry 
tw get out of the red. This reduc- 
tion would come on top of the 
huge subsidy currently enjoyed by 
oll consumers. Altogether the gov- 
ernment would be spending almost 
IL100m, under this i - 
double the amount provided for it 
in the curremt budget, and three 
times the amount spent to that end 
jn 1972, 

‘The industry claims that part of 
its losses have been caused by faulty 
Planning of soya beans and oil im- 
Ports, which has prevented oii fac- 
tories from working 2t full capacity 
and reduced the industry's export 
earnings. Between 1969 and 1972 the 
cost of processing ofl seeds increased 
@bout 20 per cent per ton, but that 


‘was more or less offset by the 50 grow 


per cent Increase in the production 
volume. Since then costs per ton 
have soared by 22 per cent, while 
the amount of off seeds processed 
has declined. As a result, manufac- 


turers are now losing heavily on 
every ton proceased. The industry's 
aggregate loss is now running 
about 010m. a year, Le. about three 
per cent of turnover, as compared 
with the average profit margin of 
two per cent in 1969, 

The industry comprisea seven 
plants with a processing capacity 
of about 500,000 tons of oi! seeds, 
while the current output is running 
at an annual rate of 375,000 tons, 
even less than the close to 400,000 
tons processed last year. Imports of 
soya beans had been already cut in 
1972, as the authorities preferred to 
use the convenient credit terms of- 
fered by the American P.L.i80 pro- 
gramame and import more oil for 
local consumption. This year soya 
bean purchases w2re further reduced 
even before the American embargo 
(which ls now on fis way out). More- 
over, supply of cotton seed has been 
cut drastically, as the Israel! cotton 
ers prefer to increase exports 
(to Greece) and use cotton seed for 
fodder,
